CA WILL OVERSHADOW WORLD. 


WARNS EUROPE £0 


Ironmaster, in His Address Upon Being | 
Installed as Lord Rector of the Uni- 

” versity of St. Andrews at Glasgow, 
Appeals to Kaiser to Form the Na-

GLASGOW, Oct. 23, 3 a. m. Andrew Car- 
negie was yesterday installed as lord rector 
of St. Andrew's university, and in his ad- 
dress he made an eloquent appeal to Em- 
peror William of Germany to use his influ- 
ence to the eventual creation of the United 
States of Europe under the form of a polit- 
ical and industrial union. 

Only by such à union, Mr. Carnegie de- 
clared, can Europe repel the American in- 
vasion. | 3 


British Supremacy Gone. 

Mr. Carnegie bluntly told his English hear- 
ers that Great Britain’s industrial supremacy 
had departed forever and that it could never 
be regained. That supremacy, he declared, 
had passed to the United States. 

Mr. Carnegie maintained that it was a 
physical impossibility for Great Britain to 
produce material things rivaling in amount 
those of countries the size of America, Ger- 
many, and Russia, nor would a union of the 
empire change the situation, for “ neither 
Canada nor Australia gave promise of much 
increase in population or industriallsm. Al 


the British empire united, must therefore be 
abandoned.“ 


Where Germany Ezcels. 

In proof of his contention that it was hope- 
less for England to fight magnitude in com- 
mercialism’’ Mr. Carnegie cited the su- 
premacy of Germany in thespeed of Atlantic 
liners, and said they were not paid half the 
subsidies received by the British lines. It 18 
the magnitude of the 250,000,000 of people the 
German lines serve, which is equivalent to 


ocean greyhounds, as the American home 
market justifies unequaled manufacturing 
establishments.”” Mr. Curnegie added: 

* Since these lines were penned we have 
had strong proof of the law of surplus. To 
support a smaller market in an unequal 
struggle your government has found it 
necessary to give $2,000 per day from the 
national revenue for two Atlamtic grey- 
hounds under your flag. The German gets 
four of these without this aid. 


America Leads the World. 

Mr. Carnegie spared his audience no details, 
„America,“ he said, now makes more steel 
than all the rest of the world. In iron and 
coal her production is greatest, and it is 
also so in textiles. She produces three-quar- 
ters of the world’s cotton. The value of her 
manufactures is about triple that of your 
own. Her exports are greater, and the 
clearing house exchanges at New York are 
almost double those of London.”’ 

Germany, the speaker also said, now threat- 
ened to oust Great Britain even from second 
place. France was not likely to increase 
her trade much further. It was only thanks 
to the frugality and virtue of her people that 
she remained among the first class nations. 


Chance for the Kaiser. . 

It was after sounding these warnings that 
Mr. Carnegie declared that only by a com- 
mercial and industrial union could the na- 
tions of Europe hope to hold their own 
against the United States. He believed that 
Emperor William of Germany could influ- 
ence the few men who today control Europe 
to take the first step, not to federate, but 
by an alliance to insure internal peace, 
which is all that can be expected at pres- 
ent.“ Unless the powers agreed to some- 
thing of the kind all they could look for- 
ward to was to “ revolve like so many Ln 
putians around this giant Gulliver, the Amer- 
ican union, soon to embrace 200,000,000 of 
English speaking race and capable of sup- 
plying most of the world’s wants.” |

“ As far as the sanitary condition of the 
county. jails in this circuit are concerned I 
regard it as good. These jails are examined 
three times a year by grand juries with 
reference to their sanitary condition and the 
treatment of prisoners, and I give special 
instructions on these points. 

During my five years on the bench I 
can recall but one instance of an adverse 
report, and I the matter to re- 
ferred to the board of supervisors with in- 
structions to remedy the sanitary defects, 
and this was done immediately. The lack 
of exercise and occupation cannot well be 
avoided until after sentence, but in this eir- 
cult the prisoners are given a certain time 
daily for exercise in the corridors. . 

“I have suggested to the Knox county 
board the advisability of establishing a rock 
pile where petty criminals might work out 
their fines or terms. This has been success- 
fully employed in Rock Island county. I 
don't believe in sending a man to the penl- 
tentlary unless he commits afelony. A term 
in jail does not attach as much stigma toa 
man's name. After a penitentiary term a 
man is simply an outcast.’’ 


. Jails in Good Condition. 

Mount Vernon, III., Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
Circuit Judge K. D. Youngblood, whose cir- 
cult consists of twelve counties, says that 
the jails in the counties are in good condi- 
tion and he has heard but one complaint 


in the circuit there are at least two sessions 
of the grand jury each year, and at each 
session the grand jury visits the jail and re- 
ports ite condition to the court, so that 
abuses as to sanitation seldqm if ever occur.

Resolutions as Presented. 
Mr. Bicknell's reediutions were as follows: 
“ Whereas, Judge Humphrey of the United 
States court has found the county jails of 
Iitinois unfit for the confinement of prisoners 
because of the insanitary conditions prevall- 
ing in these inatitutions, and because of the 
state of Ulness in which jail prisoners are 
compelled to live; and 
„ Whereas, It isa matter of common knowl- 
edge that county jails in Illinois are ordinarily | 
constructed and administered without suffi- 
client regard for the moral and physical health 
of their inmates; . 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this con- 
ference of charities that a thorough inquiry 


state should be made and the results published 
in order that the public and the lawyers may 
be enabled to use the information as a basis 
for intelligent remedial action. 

** Resolved, That this conference requests 
the state board of charities to undertake such 
an investigation and to make a full report of 
its inquiries, together with such suggestions 
for the correcting of evils discovered as the 
facts warrant.” 


Condemns Jails of Illinois. 

The resolutions went over without discus- 
sion, but Mr. Bicknell talked freely on the 
subject. 

“The general public has little idea of the 
conditions that prevail in some of the jails 
in the backwoods districts of the state, he 
said. “I believe that many of them are 
unfit for human beings to live in. When one 
thinks ‘of the number of people who are 
bound over for trial and, being unable to 
secure bail, are compelled to remain in these 
holes for six monthsora year, perhaps, wait- 
ing for courts to take up their cases, it ap- 
pears in this day and age to be an outrage. 

“I fully concur with Judge Humphrey in 
the stand he has taken, and I am giad he 
has called the attention of the people to the 
matter. I hope that the conference will be 
willing to adopt my resolitions, and that the 
state board of charities will act on the rec- 
ommendation. The jails in the larger towns 
which Judge Humphrey sdéored so vigorously 
are bad enough, but the lockups in the small 
towns are almost beyond description.” 

The spirit of unrest may result.in some- 
thing being done to get the conference out of 
the domination of the state board of charities, 
which apparently has been a potent thing so 
far. With the exception of Joseph P. Byers, 
who came from another state, no one has 
raised a voice to'say anything for or against 
the management of state institutions.. Until 
Mr. Bicknell read his resolution not a single 
thing has been taken up that is not on the 
printed program, and the conference has 
moved along ina cut and dried manner. 


Influence of State Board. 

The influence of the state board was again 
prominent when the committee on resolu- 
tions was discussed in a caucus this morning. 
Some one suggested that J. Mack Tanner, 
secretary of the state board, would make a 
good chairman for the committee, but several 
persons raised an ins objection. de- 
clared that Mr. selection would not 
ido0k well, and they did not think thé state 
board ought to be too prominent. 

The state institutions secured a representa- 
tive, however, for Dr. Joseph Gordon, super- 
intendent of the deaf and dumb school at 
Jacksonville, was made fits chairman. The 
other members are Miss Mary Hazard of 
Galesburg and Dr. George W. Curtiss of 
Stockton. 

Dr. Curtiss brought up the discussion of 
county jails in the morning session, and it 
is thought he will work for the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Bicknell's resolution. 


_ Urge Colony for Epileptics. _ 

The establishment of a colony for epilep- 
tics is the most popular subject in the con- 
ference. Dr. W. P. Spratling, superintend- 
ent of the Craig colony at Sonyea, N. X., 
which is the pioneer institution inthe United 
States, read a paper this evening on How 
to Build, Organize, and Conduct a Colony 
for Epileptics, and What Results to Expect.” 
He illustrated his paper with a number of 
views of the Sonyea institution. The con-

“What are you making your campaign on 


Absolutely and wholly on the trusts and 
the tariff. There is really no other issues at 
The people are awfully sore about the 
trusts. The great combinations of capital 
now exerting a complete control over the re- 
tall trade. If a butcher does not handle the 


handle it to the exclusion of all other prod- 
ucts, he cannot buy any meat of them at all, 
and is forced to depend upon the supply of 
native cattle. This really means that he is 
obliged to go out of business except in a few 
cases, and the meat trust is today dictating 
retail prices as well as controlling practical- 
ly all of the sources of supply. \ 
„ attended only yesterday a meeting of 
cigarmakers, who are up in arms against the 
tobacco trust. I don't belfeve the people 
know what is really going on. The tobacco 
trust has gradually controlled the factories 
of the country. Now it is going into the re- 
tail trade. too. It is buying up the cigar 
stores and crushing all retail competition. 
The cigar stores controlled by the trust can 
handle only the trust goods, and this way, 
by controlling the retail trade, the trust is 
succeeding in driving out of business all of 
the independent tobacco manufacturers. 

Now that the trusts are invading the re- 
tall field, and in every direction, the question 
is coming home to the people in such a way 
that it has become the only real issue now in 
politics. We are not preaching free trade, 
but a tariff for revenue, with incidental pro- 
tection, but the removal of all protective 
tariff duties from trust made articles, so as 
to protect the home market by permitting 
active foreign competition.” 


Explains Charm of Politics. 


When talking about the general principles | 
‘of politics the former mayor becomes deep- 
ly interested in his subject and talks with 
the enthusiasm of a college professor. No- 
ticing this, I asked him what there was in 
politics which attracted men so, because it 
was evident in his own case there could be 
no personal or financial advantage in becom- 
ing mayor of Indianapolis or later in be- 
coming chairman of the democratic nation- 
al committee, as now seems probable.

never consent to.

spiracy—one to defraud the county and the 
other to rob the treasury of the Masonic 
Fraternity Temple association. The intent 
to defraud the county was exposed when the 
attempt was made to secure a false entry in 
the south town collector's books which was 
to be erased as n as two officials of the 
Temple association had seen the word paid ’ 
in the book. 

This case is important,“ continued Mr. 
Barnes, because it brings to your notice a 
monstrous conspiracy to defraud the county 
—a conspiracy of such a character that the 
severest penalty of the law should be imposed 
upon the guilty men. The act of one con- 
spirator is the act of all—the degree of guilt 
is equal as to all—no matter if the defendants 
are strangers to each other.” 


Analysis of the Evidence. 


In his analysis of the evidence Mr. Barnes 
gave to the jury an interesting story in three 
chapters. The first chapter dealt with the 
efforts of Hoy and Healy to find an accomplice 
in the south town collector's office and their 
overtures to James B. Hahn. The next chap- 
ter told of the false entry of paid in the 
8 treasurer’s office, and the last chapter 
had its scene laid in the Masonic temple. * 
„This case is remarkable for the chain of 
evidence that has. been woven around these 
defendants,’’ said Mr. Barnes. It is re- 
markable for the information and evidence 
that has come to us since I made the opening 
statement—the testimony of Dr. David G. 
Rush and E. G. Mallon, of which we knew 
nothing until a short while before they went 
on the stand—of Hoy, who confessed at the 
last moment.

Attorney Hartnett used up the afternoon 
session of court in a denunciation of the tac- 
tics of the state and the character of its 
witnesses, and reiterated declarations of 
Luke Wheeler’s innocence. His indignation 
over the fact that the state had sprung a 
surprise by calling Dr. Rush and Mallon re- 
ceived a sudden check when the court took 
exception to his remarks, and told him that 
it was the province of the court to determine 
whether a witness should be called. 


Hartnett, relied on circumstances, perjury,

"HOPE TO MAKE THEM GROW. 


| School Authorities Issue Bulletin That 


Night Classes in Gymnasium Work 
Will Be Held. 

While the board of education has decided 
that it will not insist that teachers in the 
public schools be a certain height and weight 
according to the recommendation of the med- 


jeal examiners of students entering the Nor- 


mal school. Supt. Cooley and the board are 
encouraging the teachers to become mildly 
athletic. Systematic exercise, according to 
the school board, is necessary to good health 
and will help the teachers to reach the height 
and weight desired. Supt. Cooley yesterday 
issued a bulletin to the teachers, calling their 
attention to the advantages which the board 
offers for physical development and exercise. 

The bulletin reads: . 

According to a resolution passed by the 
board of education at its last meeting, lessons 
in physical training wii be given to teachers 
in the evening schools. The only schools 
which have proper equipment are the Engle- 
wood and Medill high schools. Teachers who 
wish to participate should apply to the prin- 
cipal of one of the above schools and suggest 
what evening they would give the preference. 
Participants are expected to have special 
gymnasium suits.” 

It is expected that all of the younger teach- 
ers Will take advantage of the physical train- 


ing classes which will be conducted in con- 


nection with the night schools. 
. Supt. Cooley said that he thought these 
training schools would be of much benefit 
to the teachers. . 

It is recognized that physical exercise 
is almost necessary,“ said Supt. Cooley, 
and it would certainly have a wholesome 
effect on teachers. The board is offering op- 
portunities which the teachers should take 
advantage of.“

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Origin of Play, Mary of Magdala.“ 

“ Mary of Magdala,” which Mrs. Fiske is 
to produce for the first time in America to-

been made public, but they doubtless will 


prove to be alterations in dialogue rather 
than in situation, and the following synopsis 
of the play, made from the original German, 
may therefore serve to make clear to Mrs. 
Fiske’s admirers and patrons the plot of 
the drama in which they are to see her here 
next week.. : 

Tune five acts have Jerusalem as their 
locale, and the period just preceding passion 
week and the crucifixion as their time. The 
first act plays in a room in Mary's house—a 
dwelling place the magnificence of which 
tells of the luxury in which the woman who 
was called the sinner lived. Mary—the 


part played by Mrs. Fiske—is waiting for 


the return of her latest lover, Judas Iscariot, 
and from. her conversation with her old 
nurse, Rachel, it is learned that Judas has 
been the latest and longest favored of 
Mary's many lovers, but that for more than 
a month he has not shown himself at her 
house nor sent word as to his whereabouts. 
He is a dark natured, forbidding man, but 
Mary has cared for him because he hated 
intensely the Roman oppressors of Israel, 
and she had waited patiently for his return, 
but this is to be the last night—her patience 
is at an end, : 
— * 

A knock is heard and when Rachel opens 
the door three young men push in—Joab, the 
half intoxicated son of Caiaphas, the high 


priest, and his friends Jatham and Haran. 
Haran is a stranger in Jerusalem and against 
his will has been brought by his companions 


to see Mary, whose marvelous beauty and 
unsavory reputation make her one of the 
„Sights of Jerusalem. 

They become insolent, and at Rachel's 
cry for help there comes to the rescue Aulus 
Flavius, a Roman and a nephew of the gov- 
ernor, Pontius Pilate. He ejects the intrud- 
ers, and then follows a lengthy conversation 
between him and Mary, in which he sues for 
her favor, but is despised as being a Roman. 
Shé tells him, however, of her life—when but 
15 years of age her parents had wedded her 
with a man 40 years her senior, *‘ the richest 
in Magdala, but also the meanest and the 
worst.“ 

She endured this life for three years, then 
found a young lover and fled to Jerusalem. 
There, soon as the money she had taken was 
exhausted, the lover, too, deserted her, and 
then for the first time I learned how wise 
was our great king who said ‘ Allis vanity.’ 
That which is deemed the holiest of all, the 
love of parents for their child, that which is 
deened the mightiest of all, the love of 
husband for his wife—these I had found as 
nothing compared to the weaknesses and the 
low desires that dwell in the heart of man.“ 

She came therefore to consider passion 
the sole faithful thing in existence, and it is 
„faithful only because it is fleeting.“ 

Judas suddenly returns, and is angered at 
finding Flavius there. The latter tells where 
he last had seen the truant lover. Flavius’ 
house stands next to the garden of a Jew's 
home, and in this garden Flavius has 
watched a preacher from Galilee whom the 
people honor as if he were a prince and 
whom they say is the Messiah. A little band 
of followers comes daily to listen to this 
gentle speaker, and among them is Judas, 
„ falcon among the doves.“ Judas was the 
money changer in thé temple whose table 
this prophet had o’erthrown. 

Flavius goes after telling Mary she can 
prove the truth of what he has said if she 
will but visit his house and look into the 
garden. Judas then tells her of the won- 


derful being who has come to save the 
world. Mary determines to see this man 
and Judas’ warnings will not dissuade her. 
Neither will she yield to his caresses and 
protestations of love, but bids him be gone, 
and the act closes with her declaration, I 
must see him whom no woman has ever 
moved. I must know if he will not cast 
down his eyes when our glances meet.“ 

The second act is in the house of Flavius. 
After two unimportant scenes Caiphas enters 
and discloses to Flavius his fear of this 
Galilean revolutionist and deceiver of the 
people.” Flavius, whose influence at Cesar's 
court Caiphas,would win for. thé stamping 
out of this “ rebellion,”” laughs at the high 
priest's fears and advises him to let the false 
prophet's cause die of its on accord. There 
suddenly enters Mary, clothedin all her mag- 
nificence—she has come to see the “ preacher 
of Galilee.’’- Caiphas will have a word with 
her alone, and when it is granted telis her 
of this enemy of the true God who has 
just appeared, and urges her to use her 
charms upon this newcomer, and, by showing 


to his followers that he is but human, break 


his power. | | 

She has sinned in the past, but thie great 
service to the church will cause all past 
sins to be washed away. She refuses and 
goes to watch the neighbor’s garden. In 
a few moments there is an uproar, and a 
servant comes running to tell Flavius that 
Mary ventured into the garden, and that 
the people, seeing her and recognizing her, 
set upon her, and are about to stone her. 
Mary comes rushing in, pursued by the peo- 
ple. They are stilled only when a voice 


from behind the scene cries: ‘Let him who 


is without sin cast the first stone.“ The 


act ends with Mary’s frenzied fear of the. 


glance that He cast upon her. 


In the third act Joab and Haran watch the 
crowd that has assembled before the house 
of Simon, hoping to see the Galilean. The 
house is filled, and Simon bids the rest de- 
part. Mary enters dressed in black and 
bearing the alabastgr box of precious oint- 
ment. After a time she is admitted, and 
Haran, who has also secured entrance, tells 
later of her having bathed the feet of Him 
who sat at table and dried them with her 
hair. There is a scene between Judas and 
Caiphas, in which the high priest endeavors 


to persuade the disciple to betray his mas- 


ter. Judas refuses, but after meeting Maria 
and finding she no longer favors him, he 
rushes to the high priest, and the act closes 
with his entrance into Caiphas’ house. 


Act IV. is in Mary's home three days later. 
She has shut herself away from the world, 
but Flavius gains entrance through the gar- 
den, and tells her the Galilean has been taken, 


is now in prison, and is to be crucified on the . 
morrow. She is beside herself with terror 


and grief, and he proposes a way by which 
the condemned one may be saved. He, as 
nephew of the governor, has admission to 
the prison, and he will see that the prisoner 
escapes, but only on one condition—Mary 
must give herself to him. She refuses, but 
he leaves her, bidding her give him answer 
when he returns at night. Mary struggles 
with her better nature, and after a scene 
with Judas in which he gives her the choice 
of fleeing with him from Jerusalem or meet- 
ing death at his hands she asks for time till 
the morning, and decides to yield herself to 
Flavius. When Flavius knocks, however, 
she cannot bring herself to the desecrating 
of the body which he by the touch of his 
hand has vanctified,"" and Flavius passes 
on, the door having remained closed. 
The fifth act plays in a deep ravine that 


*leads to Golgotha. Judas’ remorse is upon 


him, and when a mighty flash of lightning 
seems to split the heavens in twain he knows 


the death for which he is responsible is ac- 


complished. He flees after having heard 
from Haran the story of the crucifixion, and 
Caiphas and Flavius appear, the former tri- 
umphant, the latter filled with remorse. 
Mary is then seen descending from the 
heights, and after a meeting with the dis- 


_ciples, with Caiphas, and with Flavius, all 


of whom she censures for their cowardice 
and their villainy, Rachel comes to her, tell- 
ing her of Judas having huhg himself in the 
garden at home. Mary is about departing 
for the desert, when Simon tells her the 
master said he would return in three days. 
Mary knows he will come, for an untrue 
word ne'er was uttered by his lips.“

Unskilled Men in the Hammond Plant 
Present Request for More 
Money. 


Request for an increase in pay for about 
600 employés of the Hammond Packing com- 
pany’s plant at Hammond, Ind., was made 
yesterday by a committee representing the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butchers’ 
Workmen of North America. The committee 
was made up of Chicago representatives of 
the union, who met the officials of the Ham- 
mond company during the afternoon. 

The proposed increase affects the unskilled 
workmen at the packing plant, who now re- 
ceive from $1.50 to $2 a day, and, in general, 
it is a demand for an addition of about 25 
cents a day to the wage scale now in effect. 
it is not understood that the demand was 
made as an ultimatum.

The 
removal of the objectionable employés will 
follow. It is the general impression that if 
the steam men will only exercise a little 
patience the great majority will recover their 
old places. The returns today show a great- 
er number taken back than had been an- 
ticipated. 

Celebrations by the miners and prepara- 
tions for the resumption of work at the mines 
were the order today. All was bustle and 

activity about the collieries. The coal com- 
panies. conveyed the assurance to their old 
employés that there will be no discrimination 
and that every man who applies will be put 


far as possible. 
There is an evident desire to do nothing to 
cause any bitterness. Every one available 
Will be put to work, for the companies are 
anxious to get coal om the market as soon 
‘as possible, as the first comers will secure the 
cream of thetrade. Where minor grievances 
exist they will be adjusted without waiting 
for the sittings of te arbitration commis- 
sion.

REFUSES TO FOLLOW PRESIDENT 


Gerald Balfour Declines to Intercede for 
! Arbitration in Old British 
Strike. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—Impressed with the re- 
sult of President Roosevelt's intervention on 
the coal strike in the United States, Mr. 
Fueld, president of the Irish Cattle Traders 
and Stock Owners’ association, in the house 
of commons today invited the president of the 
boad of trade, Gerald Balfour, to adopt a 
similar course in the case of.the old standing 
Penrhyn quarry dispute. Mr. Balfour replied 
that the circumstances in the Penrhyn dis- 
pute were quite dissimilar to those in the 
American strike and said there was no pros- 
pect that official intervention would tend to 
promote a settlement. 


Russian Praise of President. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 22.—The success 
of President Roosevelt's efforts to end the 
coal strike in the United States made a pow- 
erful impression here.

EVANSTON INVADED AND TWO 


Houses of M. H. Wilson and Frank P. 
Crandon Entered While Families 
Are at Dinner and an Assortment of 
Jewelry and Clothing Worth over 
$500 Taken—Men Make Good. Their 
Escape Before Loss of Property Is 
Discovered. 


Poreh climbers ransacked the guest rooms : 
on the second floors of the residences of M. 
H. Wilson and Frank P. Crandon, in Ev- 
anston, while the families were at dinner 
last evening and carried off over $500 worth 
of jewelry, clothing, and money. At both 
dwellings the thieves found access easy, and 
the thefts were not discovered for some time 
after the men had departed. - 

A miscellaneous assortment of valuables 
was taken. At the Wilson residence a gold 
watch and chain, with a diamond set charm, 
was taken from the room of Mrs. M. A. 
Sample, a member of the family. ‘The other 
articles missed were a jewel case, from which 
‘the more valuable gems had been removed 
to a safe, a diamond brooch, three cameo 
stones, three agate studs, a club federation 
pin, a pearl pin, some Women's and men’s 
clothing, -and a purse containing $20. At 
the ©randon residence the porch climbers 
found a cameo pin and three other pins, a 


dfamond ring, a gold lorgnet and chain, an 


amethyst pin, a D. A. R. pin, and a pair 
gold mounted opera glasses. 


Credited to Same Men. 
It is supposed that the same men entered 
both places. An investigation at the Cran- 
don house, 1414 Forest avenue, showed that 
the top of the porch was reached by climb- 
ing up the vines on the south side and a 
window had been pried open. The family 
went to dinner at 6 o'clock. With them 
were some of the visitore at the installation 
services of President James of Northwest- 
ern university. When one of the guests 
went to his room at 6:30 he found it in con- 
fusion and some of his effects missing. The 
ether members of the household then 
searched their rooms and found that they 
were in the same condition. The trees om 
the sidewalk throw so dense a shade on the 
house that the men were able to enter un- 
rogge although there are houses on either 
e. 

Mr. Wuson's house is one of the most im- 
posing in Evanston. It is situated a hun- 
dred feet from Forest avenue in the center 
of a lot which covers a quarter of a block. 
It is surrounded. by an iron fence ten feet 
high, which shuts off the view from the 
street. It is supposed that this house was 
entered shortly before 7 o'clock. 

The pillars of the porch are of rough stone 
and it was comparatively easy to climb one 
of them. Above the porch a window: was 
open and the thieves here found an entrance 
into the hall,

State Board of Equalization Rules Upon 
Over One Thousand Cook Coun- 
_ty Corporations. 


„ III., Oct. 22.—[Special.]}—Over 
one thousand Cook county corporations had 
been passed upon by the capital stock com- 
mittee of the board of equelization when the 
committee adjournment was taken this even- 
ing. Of this number a large proportion have 
been assessed upon their capital stock.

* Three Points Involved. | 

Three points are involved in an agreement 
satisfactory to the roads. The one just 
stated ia the first that the lines wish to be to- 
gether. The second is, that they wish to 
locate on Michigan avenue; and the third, 
that they desire a low ‘rental, from 90 cents 
to N a square foot. 

That Michigan avenue is the desired loca- 
tion is evidenced by recent negotiations with 
KX Hall McCormick for a building con- 
structed with a special view to railroad use 
on the site of the present Victoria hotel. The 
plans called for the demolition of the hotel. 
After a careful discussion the project was 
abandoned, so far as the Victoria site is 
concerned, but the idea of securing a building 
on Michigan avenue was not given up. 
| There are many reasons why the roads 
want to have their general offices on the 
One of them is because that lo- 
cation is comparatively quiet.

President Harris of the Burling- 
ton Tells of Better Coal 
Facilities. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 22.—[Special.)—The 
defense in the hearing of the case of the 
United States against the Northern Securi- 
tles company put witnesses on the stand to 
prove that the merger of the Great Northern, 
Burlington, and Northern Pacific companies 
had resulted in a reduction of rates and fa- 
cilitated an interchange of products between 
the east and the west. It was shown that 
Illinois coal was being distributed — 
out the west and Puget sound 1 
broug..t east in unbroken trainioads, with.

Effect on Lumber Shipments. — 

Frederick Weyerhauser, the lumberman, 
who for the last year has been a Great North- 
ern director, was the first witness sworn. 
He said he had been interested in cutting, 
manufacturing, and selling lumber for forty- 
gix years, in nearly the entire country. He 
gaid he did not know it was the case, but had 
understood that he was interested more 
largely in lumber than any other individual 
in the United States. The lumber supply in 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, he 
gaid, was running low, and the present 
largest supply was in the Puget sound coun- 
try, while the best market was in Iowa, 
Kansas, and other central western states. 

The examination was directed particularly 
to developing the greater businesss conven- 
fence of shipping over one system as com- 
‘pared with several systems, Mr. Weyer- 
hauser asserting that shipmenta were al- 
ways delayed in transshipping because of an 
insufficient supply of cars. This trouble was 
obviated by using single trains for the entire 
distance of the shipment, and the acquisition 
of the Burlington by the Northern lines was 
a benefit to him as a shipper. The govern- 
ment had no questions for him. 


From a Burlington Standpoint. 

George B. Harris, president of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad, was the next 
witness. He thought the acquisition of the 
Burlington by the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern was the practical extension of the 
Burlington to the coast, tended to develop 
new resources, and promoted business gen- 
erally. He emphasized the extent of country 
reached by his road where no trees grew and 
asserted that Nebraska and some other states 
would be almost uninhabitable if no timber 
or fuel could be carried in.

Pawnee Idea of the Universe. 

One of the fundamental teachings of the 
ceremonies of the Pawnees is the predicating 
duality of the universe.

That of the west was 
feminine. So, too, was the shrine of the 
yellow star, at the northwest, which was the 
first in er of leadership. Next in order 
was the shrine of the masculine star in the 
southeast. The leadership then came to the 
shrine of the white feminine star in the 
southwest, and the series closed with the 
leadership of the shrine of the black mascu- 
line star in the northeast. The care of these 
shrines was deputed to a woman; the knowl- 
edge of its rituals and ceremonies toa man.
